As  it  is  desired  to  obtain,  for 
graduates  of  the  Royal  Naval  College  of  Can¬ 
ada,  at  Halifax,  the  same  privileges  with 
regard  to  counting  time  towards  a  University 
course  as  accrue  to  graduates  of  the  Royal 
Military  College  of  Canada,  at  Kingston,  I 
have  the  honour  to  forward  herewith,  for  your 
consideration,  syllabuses  of  instruction  of 
the  College  course,  and  passing  out  examin¬ 
ation  papers  with  the  results  obtained  there¬ 
on  by  Cadets  of  the  Naval  College,  in  order 
that  you  may  consider  the  desirability  of  acced¬ 
ing  to  this  request. 

The  original  purpose  of  the  College, 
which  was  opened  in  January  1911,  was  to  train 
Cadets  for  the  Executive  and  Engineering  Branch¬ 
es  of  the  Canadian  Navy.  The  training  of  Cadets 
for  a  Naval  Career  is  still  the  primary  purpose 
of  the  College,  but,  owing  to  the  change  of  cir- 
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cumstances  which  has  occurred  since  the  date 
of  its  opening,  it  is  now  intended  to  make 
it  a  Naval  counterpart  of  the  Military  Coll¬ 
ege  at  Kingston.  As  is  shown  in  the  attached 
syllabuses  of  instruction  the  Cadets  will  be 
given  a  good  general  education,  as  is  done  at 
Kingston,  but  in  place  of  the  military  train¬ 
ing  given  at  the  latter  institution,  they  will 
receive  instead  a  naval  training. 

Under  these  circumstances  many  of 
the  cadets  will  not  finally  enter  into  a  Naval 
career,  in  the  same  way  as  many  Kingston  grad¬ 
uates  do  not  adopt  a  military  career,  and  it 
is  for  those  cadets  who  do  not  enter  the  Canad¬ 
ian  or  British  Navy,  but  decide  instead  to  con¬ 
tinue  their  studies  at  a  University,  that  the 
privilege  of  being  allowed  to  count  a  proportion 
of  the  time  spent  at  the  Naval  College  towards 
their  University  course  is  asked. 

It  has  recently  been  decided  to  in¬ 
crease  the  length  of  the  course  at  the  College 
from  two  to  three  years.  The  next  entry  of 
Cadets  will  take  place  by  open  competition  in 
May  next  and  it  is  for  this  and  subsequent  entries 
that  the  privileges  above  mentioned  are  requested. 

Any  further  information  touching  upon 
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this  matter  which  you  may  desire  to  obtain 
I  shall  be  pleased  to  forward  to  you. 

The  same  request  as  is  contained  in 
this  letter  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Principal 
of  McGill  University.
